Consumers’ Research was interested in learn- 
ing whether tools such as the householder might 
buy at the variety chain store or department 
store would serve about as well as the more 
expensive ones that would be purchased at 
much higher prices by skilled mechanics. The 
findings showed that, by choosing carefully, 
one can get screw drivers of good grade at 
prices from 25 cents to $1.25, and that some 
tools in the higher price class may be of about 
as poor quality as some of the cheapest ones

CAREFUL READING OF THE LABELS of processed meat and sausage products 
indicates the wide use of nitrates and nitrites Federal regulations per- 
mit the use of up to 200 parts per million of nitrites in meat products for 
human consumption They are used primarily for their color-—fixing proper- 
ties, although they also have some value as a preservative There are 
those who hold that people with delicate digestive systems are wise to 
avoid any products containing these chemicals Their potential danger to 
health has been demonstrated in inadvertent overdosages in a number of 
cases The Louisiana State Department of Health has reported 10 cases of 
methemoglobinemia that occurred near New Orleans, La., in October 1955 
The illnesses were all traced to the eating of wieners and bologna that 
contained excessive amounts of sodium nitrate and sodium nitrite that had 
apparently been put into the meat products in error Following this out- 
break, a similar incident was reported in Florida where a 15-month-old girl 
became ill and a four-year-old boy died after eating uncooked wieners 
Louisiana officials emphasized the importance of making all employees 
meat plants aware of the danger of careless handling of nitrate and ni 
chemical additives
